Extra& from the laft CraFTsMAN. 
The Articles of Mr. D’ Anvers’s Political Faith. 


MV® D’Anvers tells bis Readers, that having lately given 

them the Political Creed of a MoDERN Ware, & 
tracted from the Writings of our Prefent Court Advocates, 
he prefumes it will be expeéted, that he who profeffes bimfdf 
an Orv Wuic, foould alfo give them the Articles of 
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ewn Civil, or Political Faith, which he declares are as fale 
lows. 

1. That Government was originally ordained for the Good 
of the Governed ; and that the /upreme Magiftrate, by what 
ever Name He may be called, is properly fpeaking the 
Servant of th¢ People, when confidered in their colleétive 
Capacity, though fuperior to every Individual, by virtue of 
that Authority, which is repofed in Him by the whole Bo-~ 
dy, for their common Proteétion. 

2. That all a@bjfolute Governments are tyrannical Ufu 
tions on the natural Rights of Mankind; and, if We trace 
their Original, We fhall find Them eftablithed in Force, 
or Fraud. 

3. That although our Government is commonly called 
2 Monarchy, becaufe We have a King at the Head of it, 
yet it partakes very much of demzcratical Principles, and 
is therefore more properly ftyled a limited, mixt Monarchy; 
or, if I may fo fpeak, a fort of regal Commonwealth. 

4. That as the Effence of our Conftitution conf fts in keep- 
ing a proper Ballance between the Branches of the Legiflature, 
and preferving Them free from any corrupt Dependance, 
the utmoft Care ought to be taken to fecure the Freedom of 
Elections without Doors, and the Virtue of our Reprefentatives 
within. 

5. That Liberty is the Birthright of Englifbmen and Bri- 
tons, which hath been confirmed to Them on many Occa- 
fions, in the moft folemn Manner ; and if any future Prince 
fhould attempt to deprive Them of it, as many former 
ones have done, They have an undoubted Right to refift 
Him by Arms, notwithftanding their Oaths of Allegiance, 
which are to be looked upon only as conditional, whilft 
the Prince obferves his own Oath, and fulfils the Ends of 
his Inftitution. 

6. That the late glorious Revolution and the prefent Efta- 
blifbment in the Proteftant Line were founded on thefe Prin- 
ciples, and cannot be juftified on any other. 

7. That the prefent Royal Family being feated on the 
Throne by the Confent of the People in Parliament, (the 
frft and beft Title to Government in the World) it is 
both our Intereft and Duty to fupport Them in it, as long 
as They comply with the Defign of their E/fablifment, 
and obferve thofe Limitations, with which the Succeffion is 
circumfcribed by Law. 

8, That 
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' $. That Prerogative is a Word of no determinate Mean. 
ing, -and: was firft invented in arbitrary Reigns, to fuperfede 
the Law and impofe upon the People. But whatever ex., 
orbitant Claims may have been formerly madeby the Crown,, 
under this Pretence, no Prince, fince the Revolution, hatha 
Right, to any Prerogative, which is contrary to Law; or; 
in other Words, hath no Power to di/penfe with the Laws of, 
the Land. t. 

9. That all. fending Armies, in Times: of Peace, more 
than areabfolutely neceflary for the immediate vifible En 
of Government, are inconfiftent with the Nature of a free. 
Country, and will always furnifh Matter of Umbrage to, 
Men of Senfe and .Reflection. 

10, That all Divifions of the People into Parties and 
Faéions, about uneffential Points of Government, or Re. 
Tigion, tend to weaken the Foundation of Liserty, and. may 
be made. ufe of by ambitious Princes, or wicked Minitters,, 
to fubyert, our Con/fitution. 

t1. That Taxes ought to be made as eafy to the People,; 
as the Cireum*ances of Affairs will pofftbly admit, both, 
with Refpe& to. the Sums raifed, and the Manner of colleé 
ing them; efpecially on all Commodities, which affect the 
comnon Neceffaries of Life, our Trade and Manufadtures. 

#2. That as: all: Qppofition to a good Admini/tration. 1s 
undoubtedly faéPious and wicked; it is equally certain that 
Oppofition to a bad Adminiftration is the ftrongeft, vifible 
Mark, which any Man can give his Country of Patriotifm 
and publick Virtue. ; 

Thefe, (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) are my Principles, as to che 
vil Government in general, and particularly our own, I like- 
wife think them the Principles, which actuated and dittins 
cuifhed the Whigs of Former Times, They branch Them- 
felves out into various Particulars, which it is impofhible to 
explain, or even to enumerate within the Compafs of fuch 
a Paper as This; but it will appear, upon a Review of 
my Writings from firft to laft, that They ,have been agree- 
able to thefe Doétrines, and that I have not, like the Court- 
Writers, laid down good Propofitions and retracted them agaia 
in the Application. If the minifterial Writers fhould think 
fit to controvert thefe Principles, I am ready to defend 
them; or if Thay fhould rather undertake to prove MY 

“ritings, upon particular Occafions, incoherent with them, 

y one main Point, I will either endeavour to arg? 
cile 
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cile them to each other, or ftand conviéted of Error and 
Indonfiftency. é | : 

The Writers againft the Craft/man have often afferted, 
that the Gentlemen concerned in it, have no other End in 
View than to fupplant the prefent M-----rs, and wotk Them+ 
felves into their Places; that, for this Reafon, They have 
obftructed Mea/ures, which were really juft and prudent in 
Themfelves, or, at leaft, that they would do the very fame 
Things, if They were in Power, which They haye oppo-+ 
fed fo visoroufly, and exclaimed againft fo loudly, in their 
prefent Situation. 

Now, I think it is generally believed that a certain Gen- 
thman is at length: winding up his Bottoms, and endea- 
vouring to nrake a decent Retreat, as faft as He can. Whe- 
ther there is any Foundation for fuch a Report, I cannot 
pretend to fay; but I judge this a proper Juncture to affure 
my Readers that the Profpeét of a change hath had no 
Efe upon my Sentiments, and that an Alteration of Per= 
fons is not the only Point, which hath been purfued in’ this 
Paper; for which Reafon, I am determined not to lay it 
down, till They are convinced Themfelves that fomething 
farther was intended, and I hope will be happily effe&ed. 
Let Power be lodged in what Hands it will, I fhall always 
be of Opinion that it ought to be Watched; and if any 
future Minifter Thould purfue the fame Meafures, which 
have “been lately’ Oppofed, He muft expect the fame T reat- 
ment from the Affertors of Liberty, which his Predeceffors 
have“ received.. J miuft particularly beg Leave to declare’ 
before-hind again all Patching and Screening ; which wilh 
be fo far from. fatisfying ‘the Nation, or cooling the \pre= 
fent Heats, that it will ‘only ferve to exafperate them’ the 
mote, and perhaps’blow them into a Flame. On the-con- 
trary, whenever I fee ‘a ftedfaft Refolution taken to pro- 
mote the Honour, Tatereft and Eafe of the Nation, I thall 
be’ glad to lay down'’my Pen, and wear out the Remain-— 
det of my Life in* Peacé and Serenity “of Mind. 

I doubt not that fuch Language from a privaté Wan: 
will be cenfured as arrogant by the miniflerial Scribes; and 
I always fpeak with Reluctance in my own Perfon, tho’ no- 
thing is fo frequently practifed by thefe Gentlemen; efpeci- 
ally the great Mr. WValfingham, who always writes in the 
Stile of a Perfon of Diftinétion, but I hope the Occafion

An Account how the French came to loofe their Liberties, 
and what makes them ftill hope, that they may once 
avain become a free People. 
\ HEN France (fays Mr. Fog) by the Acceffion of the 
'Y Dukedoms of Normandy and Britanny and other Do- 
minions, was grown as extenfive as we fee it at this Day, 
the Eftates of the Kingdom being too unwieldy to be drawn 
together upon every Exigency that might happen, it was 
for this Reafon thought neceffary, that all the Powers of 
the faid Eftates fhould be transferred and made over to the 
Parliament of Paris; fo that the Parliament of Paris is at 
this Day, in all,Refpeéts, as much the Reprefentative of the 
Eflates of the Kingdom, as the Eftates of the Kingdom 
were formerly of the whole People, and they have upon 
many memorable Occafions exerted their Power as fuch, 
they have proteéted thofe whom the Court had a Mind to 
deftroy for their Adherence to Li erty, and they have brought 
to the Block many, who depending upon the Protection of 
the Court, have abufed publick Trufts,---thus as they held 
aSword over the Heads of the Minifters, the Latter did all 
they could . to abridge their Power, for publick Liberty is a 
terrible Bar in the Way of Men in great Affairs, and has 
hindered many from exercifing their Talents, and building 
up Families and Fortunes,----for every Knave in the World

That the Minifters might therefore live without Controul, 


it was neceflary that the Parliament of Paris,----the Cler- 
gy of France,------ the Nobility,-----the Magiftracy of the 
Towns, and the Trading Intereft fhould be all brought 
into a Kind of Dependance upon the Court. 
_ The Nobility were taught to believe there was no breath- 
ing out of the Air of a Court, they were drawn in to loiter 
their Time there in Luxury, and all Kind of expenfive 
Follies, that having by this Means watted their Eftates, they 
might be obliged to hang upon a Minifter for a Penfion or a 
Government, in order to fupport their Rank, fo that this 
Matter was without much Difficulty brought to bear. 

As to the Church, its primitive Hierarchy did not feem 
calculated to be made fubfervient to the Support of Tyran- 


hy in the State, the Bifhops were ele€ted by the inferior 
D Clergy, 
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Clergy, and afterwards indeed confirmed by the Pope; but 
even this laf did not bri ing them under the Influence of 
the Court, they had nothing at all todo with the State, 
and as long as Honours and Preferments in the Church - 
pended upon Sanétity of Life, and of Morals, the Minifters 
could find no wicked Tools amoneft the Clergy,------. 
Something therefore mutt be done to make them turn their 
Backs to Heaven, and the’r Faces to the Louvre,--- the firt 
Attempt that I can find was made towards it was at a Time, 
that the Court of France was embroiled with the Court 
of Rome, the latter gained over a few of the Bifhops, and 
being refolved to clap the Pope’s Authority in Spirituals, 
caufed them to affemble and to give themfelves the Name 
of a National Council, or National Affembly, in which 
they declared, that the Pope had no Authority to excom- 
municate Kings upon any Pretence whatfoever, that none 
of his Bulls or Decrees had any Force unlefs thev had the 
San@tion of a general Council, with fome other Things, 
which perhaps, would not have been of bad Confequencs, 
had they ftopped here; but they fhewed plainly by their 
after Conduct, that they aimed to place in the Ring or 
his Minifters that Infallibility, which they denied to be in 
the Pope. 

The King took to himfelf the Right of naming all the 
Bifhops exclufive both of the Clergy and of the See of 
Rome, and that Ceremony, which for Form fake is kept 
up of fending a Conge D’Elire to the inferior Clergy, upon 
the Death of a Bithop or Dean is a meer Farce, tho’ it 13 
an Acknowledgment that the Right of electing 1s in the 
Clergy. 

A French Author takes Notice, that the King haying 
the Nomination of all the Bifhops, it follows, that ‘ the Pre- 
late, who will be a Slave at Court, may be a Tyrant in 
his Diocefs, and we have feen that thofe who have refu- 
fed to comply with fuch hows truétions as have been fent 
them by the Minitters, ve received Lettres de Cachet 
to banith them .from the “ir "Diocehs, others have had their 
Revenues fi upended; add to this, that the Heads of all 
Religious Houtes aut Be approved of by the BM, he 
upor on him to grant Peni tons out ay oF the 5 Fuses of Abbeys, 
and other Re ligious Houfes, to fuch Prelates as are moft fub- 
fer sent to his Minifters, and even to Lay -Perfons ; whoever 
coafiders all this, will allow that the Clergy of France, and 
Reyenues 
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Revenues of the Church, are now become one of the chief 
Supports of Arbitrary Power in that Kingdom, 

It is certain the French Minifters have never been able in- 
tirely to gain over the whole Body of French Bilhops upo: 
any Occafion whatfoever, whether the Encroachments the 
defigned, were againft the Church or the Conftitution, for 
which, I have heard various Caufes affigned ; firft that they 
are generally chofen out of the Prime of the Nobility, being 
the Sons of Dukes, and often Marefchals of /rance, that fome 
of them are bred up in Sen iments of Generofity, and Noti- 
ons of Honour, which hinders them from proftituting their 
Chara@ers; next, that they are not burthened with Wives 
and Children, which Men fometimes plead as an Excufe, 
tho’? a very bad one, for yielding to Corruption; fo that I 
have heard Frenchmen argue thus, that if that National Coun- 
cil which began to clip the Pope’s Wings, had permitted 
the French Clergy to Marry, the Minifters, who at all 
Times would have had the Preferring to Bifhopricks, Dean- 
aries, &c, might only have made choice of Men meanly 
born, and meanly bred, rejecting all fuch, whofe Confci- 
ences had the leaft Tinéture of Religion and Morality ; fo 


that placing all their Dependance in the Minifters, what 
for the Expeétation of Penfions or Tranflations, to better 
Bifhopricks, or Honours, or Preferments to their Children, 
(for the Pride of making a Family is very ftrong in low 
Men) the French Clergy might by Degrees have been made 
intirely fubferyient to the worft Defigns of the Minifters I 
fay, confidering the Power and Influence the Dignitaries 
have over the inferior Clergy, it is very poffible that the 
Minifters by a right Choice of the Former might have made 
them Inftrumental in introducing Calvinifm, Arrianifm, 
nay Mahometifm itfelf, had fuch a Defign feryed their 
Purpofes, 

However, they generally have a Party fufficient amongft 
them as it is; fo we fhall pafs onto the next Thing done 
towards the eftablifhing of Arbitrary Power in France, which 
it was looked upon could not be well brought about without 
humbling the People, and breaking their Spirits ; and there- 
fore it was neceflary to lay Clogs and Incumbrances upon 
Commerce. To this Purpofe. moft of the Branches of 
Foreign Trade were, monopolized, and certain Perfons, 
for fome Confiderations beft known to the Minifters, ob- 
tainel Grants and Charters for trading to this or that Part

and Provifions. The whole Militia of France, is likewite 
ordered to march, and to enter the Frontier Places, 

Upon the News of the King of Sardinia’s having openly 
declared, that he will ftand Neuter in the prefent fituation 
af Affairs, the Court of France immediately gave Orders 
for thirty Batallions, which were quartered in the Daxphiny, 
to march towards the Rhine, where, it is now faid, his 
moft Chriftian Majefty will have an Army of 100,000 
Men. 


HoLianp and the Low-CounTRIES. 


"THE States of Holland, which were fuddenly Adjourned 

a few Days fince, without coming to any, Refolution of 
Moment, are Summoned to meet again extraordinarily, 
which gives rife to a great many Conjectures, efpecially 
among the publick Minifters, but none of them can as yet 
dive into the Secret. ; 

The Britifh Minifter at the Hague, Mr. Finch, having 
prefented the Prince of Orange with the Blue Ribbon, 
the Star and Gartar, his Highnefs has been invefted with 
the fame by Mr. Anfiis, Garter, King at Arms, with the 
Solemnities ufual at the invefting Knights Companions at 
St. ‘Fames’s. 

Their High Mightineffes, the States General, are not 
2 little embarraffed at the Anfwer, which, it is faid, 
the King of Great Britain lately gave to Mr. Chavigny’s 
Declaration, whereby it pretty plainly appears, that his Ma- 
jefty will not come into the Treaty of Neutrality, which 
the Dutch fo earneftly defire, for the pref-rvation of their 
Barrier. It is certain they are much inclined, to pacifick 
Meafures, and think the Concern, which they have in the 
Polifh Affair, on which the Peace of Europe now hangs, 
ts by no Means equal to the Hazards they muft run, and 
the Confequences which may enfue, in Cafe of a War.

that it is a cafe of Confcience, and that, in the prefent 
Jun@ure of Affairs, it is his Duty, as a Chriftian, to keep 
Poflefion of the Crown; enforcing this Argument, at the 
fame time, by his paternal Authority, in fuch a Manner, 
as may make his Catholick Majefty defift, at lea‘t for fome 
Time, from a Refolution, which would neceffarily break 
all the Meafures fhe has been fo long purfuing.

We come now to the fecond Vo- 
ume, or es III, which gives us a compendious Hiltory 
of the Ajjrians, Medes and Lydians. 

Our Author fuppote Nimrod or Belus, who flourifhed a- 
bout 4. AZ, 1800, to have been the Founder, not only of the 
ony of Babylon, but of the Afjrian Empire, ‘which with Cre- 


fas, he believes to have lafted 1300 Years. ‘This premifed, 


we fhall next purfue our Author, in giving a fuccin& Ac- 
count of the moft noted Princes, who were Rulers of this 
En Ipire, 

The Founder of this vaft Empire, Nimrod or B. lus, a fa- 
mous Hunter, by which manly Exercife he inured himfelf, 
and his Followers, to Toils and Hardthips, was a bold afpir- 
ing Man, who having brought thofe < rte him into a State 
of Dependancy , firft formed the Defign of conquering and 
ruling over his Niciehhieers: He built the City of Babylon, 
and conquered Afar or 4/ fyria, W vhich our Author fuppofes to 
have been a Province, andi in it built a City, which from 
Ninus, his Son and Succeffor, he called Niniveh. 

oe treading in his Father’s Footitep fubdued, with 
the Affiftance of dee Arabians, a yatt T me of Land, reach- 
ing from Egypt as far as India ; and this probably gave Oc- 
Cafion to fouan Hiftorians to think him the Founder of the 
Afjrian, Empire. At his Return from ‘ee Expedition he 
beautified the City from him called Ninruch, fituate on the 
Tigris, and enla irged it to fo prodigious a one that it is faid 
to “Wed been 150 Stadia (or Furlongs) in Length, go im 
Breadt th, and 480 in Circumference. This done, he under- 
to on his fecond Expedition againft the /ndians and Badriav, 
and took Ba@ria, the Capital of the Latter. Here it was he 


married his Queen, Semiramis, fo famous in Hiftory ; by 
| whom 
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whom he had a Son, called Ninyas. He died foon after his 
Return from this fecond Expedition, leaving his Queen in 
the Adminiftration of the Empire. 

Semiramis, tho’ not the Founder of Babylon as fome have 
fuppofed, made vait t Additions to its net: And in 
this Place our Author takes Occafion to give his Readers a 
Defcription of ancient Babylon, tho’ fome of the ftupendious 
Works he mentions were made in fucceeding Reii ris. A 
fuccinét Account of them may probably not be unacceptable to 
our Readers. The moft remarkable of thefe Works were 

the Walls; (which were placed at the Head of the fever 
Wonders of the World) ) the Bridze over a Branch of the Ex- 
pbhrates, which ran throuch the City; two Pallaces at the 
two Ends of this Bridge, with the famous Horti penfiles, or 
hanging Gardens, belonging to one of them; the famous 
Lake near the City, which “had a Communic ation with the 
Euphrates, by Means of a Canal; two other Canals which 
joined the Euphrates and the Tigris ; and laftly, the Temple 
or Maufoleum of Belus. 

The Walls of Baéby/on, according to our Author, were 
fifty Cubits thick, two hundred Cubits high, and formed a 
large Square, each Side of which being one hundred and 
twenty Furlongs in Length, had five and twenty Brazen 
Gates, that led to fo many Streets. The Bridge was a 
Furlong in Length, and thirty Foot in Breadth. The two 
Pdnae at the two Ends of the Bridge had a Communi- 
cation with each other, by a fubterrai 1e0Us Paflage under the 
River. That on the Wet was fixtv Furlongs in Circum- 
ference, and had a triple Wall. The Hort penfi hles, or hang- 
ing Gardens, formed a Square, which rofe cradually, not 
uni! ke an Amphitheatre, by Terrafles refting upon Vaults, 
one above the other. "The Lake was, accol ding to Herode- 
tus, four hundred and twenty Furlongs Square, and the 
Channels, Wich joined the — Rivers, navigable. The 
Temple, or Maufaleum of Belus, Bel or Baal, had a large 
iquare satin or rather Guitedd in its Center, a Fur- 
long high, and each Side of its Bafe the fame. The Af 
cent was either by large winding Stair-cafes on the Outfide, 
or by Means of a Machine on the Infide, by which Peo- 
ple were @-awn up to the Top, where there was a little Tem- 
ve, w! ich ferved likewife for an Afronomical Obfervatory. 

Semiramis \eft many other Marks of her Magnificence 
throu tem the whole F mpire, as Pallaces, Aquad: ucts, High- 
ways, 6%¢, and yet thefe Things did not take up her whole 
Thoughts 
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Thoughts and Time. Not contented with the Conquetts 
made by Ninus, which he left her in Poffeffion of, fhe fub- 
dued Ethiopia, and made an Expedition into Jndia, which, 
tho’ at firft it proved fuccefsful, was in the End fo much to 
er Difadvantage, that fhe was obliged to retire with the 
Lofs of two Thirds of her Army, confifting, according to 
Ctefias, of 300,000 Foot, and 50,000 Horfe, befides a great 
Number of Camels and armed Chariots. At her Return fhe 
refigned her Empire to her Son Ninyas. 

This Prince degencrated fo much from the Glory of his 
Anceftors, that he gave himfelf wholly up to Luxury and 
Eafe, and hardly ever ftirred out of his Pallace. ‘To keep 
his Subjects from Revolting, or haying Time to form Coa- 
fpiracies againft him, he kept a good Number of ‘Troops in 
Pay brought from different Provinces, which he renewed 
yearly ; a Policy practifed afterwards by his Succeffors, of 
whom, howeyer, we have no very fatisfactory Account 
"till 

SARDANAPULUs, who, for Luxury, Sloth, and Effe- 
minacy, out-did all his Predeceffors. He abandoned himfelf 
to the moft fhameful Pleafures, and was continually fhut 
up in the Retirements of his Pallace amidft his Concubines, 
which made his Generals contemn and difpife him.  Ar- 
baces, Governor of Adedia; Belefis, Governor of Babylon, 
and Tiglathphalajar, or Ninus junior, Governor of Ninruch, 
refolving to dethrone him, revolted, and, having defeated 
him in Battle, obliged him to fly for Shelter into Niniveh, 
where, finding himiclf deftitute of all Relief, he caufed a 
huge Pile of Wood to be ereéted, and burned himfelf upon 
it, together with his Wives, Slaves and Treafures. Tohus 
Was the vaft Ajjjrian Empire difunited, and divided into three 
Kingdoms, (viz.) Babylon, Niniveh, and Media. 

Of the Kings of Babylon before its Re-union to Ninivehb, 
Belefis or Nabonafar, and his Son Merodach Baladan, are 
only known in Hiftory: Of the Kings of Niniveh, after 
the Divifion of the Empire of Aria, our Author mentions 
Tiglathphalazar , Salmanafar, Sennacherib, Afarhaddon; 
Sacfduchin or Nebuchadnezzar, Saracus, Nabopolaffar, Ne- 
buchodonofor, Evilmerodoch, Nerigliffor, Laborofoarched and 
Nabonides or Belfhazzar, who was the laft King of Babylon, 
that City being taken, and its Empire incorporated with that 
of the Medes and Perfians. 

Our Author, after having given a fhort Account of the

to the Hiftory of the Kingdom of the Medes, which, as he obs 


ferves, from Herodstus was not immediately. formed into a 
Monarchv, after they had fhaken off the Afri: m Yoke. On 
the contrary, thefe People, being rude and uncivilized, 
lived fome time without any Form of Government ;_ ’til! 
Violence and Confufion at laft prevaled to fuch a Degree, 
that they were obliged to choofe a King, and their Choice 
fell on Dejoices, who, by fecret Practices, had been long 
afpiring to the Sovereignty. After having fecured the Vene- 
ration of the People, by taking upon him all the exterior 
Marks of Grandeur, this Prince compofed a Body of 
Laws, and then fhut himfelf up from the Eyes of his © ub- 
jects, and f:ffered none to have accefs to him, but by Me- 
morials, or through the Meditation of certain Favourites, 
who were admitted to his Prefence ; a Cuftom firtt intro- 
duced by this Prince, but afterwards imitated by feveral 
other Eaftern Kings. Dejrices, having fpent the greater 
Part of his Time in modelling his new Government, never 
endeavoured to extend his wis, nions. 

PHrRAoRTUS, his Son and Succeffor, was a warlike 
Prince: He fubdued the Perfians, and brought almott all 
Upper Aji aunder his Yoke: But, — afterwards Wa 
upon the 4%» tans, he was defeated by Nebuchodsnojor, a , 
Prifoner, and put to Death. 

Cyaxares, his Son, a couragious Prince revenged his 
Father’s Death, recovered his King dom, defeated the My 
rians, and betiewed Niniveh, but was ob ged to raife the 
Siege, and march againftan Army of Seythians, who had in 
the mean Time invaded his Kings lom. The Scythians 
“be ng | n their Turn, vanguifhed Cyaxares, over-ran almoft 


all Aa, and ruled the U Ipper Part of it for 28 Years. The 
ma. at laft, _fefolving to hazard a bold Stroke to re- 
cover their Lrherty, invited all the Chiefs of the Scythians to be 


their Guefts, pe made fo terrible a Slaughter of them, that 
thofe wh: petcaped fled for Refuge to A/yattes, King of Lydia. 
‘This occafione! a long War between Cyaxares and Alyat res, 
‘all at laft coming toa Battle, ¢] 1ey were parted by that fa 
mous Eclisfe, which was foretold by Thales. Both Sides 
regarded it as a Token of the Dif pleafure of the Gods, 


and thereupon confented to a Peace. Cyaxares, being now © 


freed from the Scythian Bondage, thought again of turning 
his Arms againft Af ta, befieged Niniveh a fecond Time 
with the Affiftance of Nabopolajfar, who had rebel'ed againft 


his Prince, Saracus, and having taken it, razed it to the 
very 
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very Ground, . killed King Sgracus, and got Pofleffion of 
all Afjria, excepting Babylon’ and Chaldea, which Nabopo- 
lafar referved for his Share. Cyaxgres did not long furvive 
this Succéfs. ' 

His Son Affyages, known in Scripture by the Name of 
Afuerus, fucceeded him: But, tho” his Reign was very long, 
there is little memorable recorded of him. His Son Cyaxares 
II fucceeded him, and after his Death the ‘Empires of the 
Medes and Perfans were united in the Perfon of -Cyres, ‘the 
Son of Cambyfes, King of Perfia, by the Daughter of Cy- 
axares I. , 

Our Author, before he goes on to, the Life of Cyrws, thinks 
it proper to give fome Account of the Kingdom of Lydia, 
as Cre/us, King of that Country had fo great a Part in the 
Tranfactions of thofe Times. He mentions the {feveral 
Changes that Kingdom had been liable to, and the feveral 
Families who had ruled over it, ’till the Go:ernment came 
to Crefus, who.was fo famous for his Riches, that his 
Name became a Proverb, 4s rich as Crafus, which is ufed 
at this Day. 

Crefus extended his Conquefts, all over 4a Minor, and 
his Court of Sardis was the Refort of moft of the great and 
wife Men of his Time. Thither Solon repaired, after hav- 
ing finifhed his Body of Athenian Laws, and there it .was he 
held that famous Difcourfe with Cre/us, upon the Happi- 
nef of this Life, which he concluded with averring, that Hu- 
mane Life, being liable to fo many. Changes, no Man could 
be accounted truly happy while alive; which ferved as an 
Apology for his not naming Cams among.the sappy Perfans 
he had known. ‘This Prince foon after found the. Reafona- 
blenefs of Sclon’s Affertion, in the Calamities of his own 
Family, and the Cataftrophe of his Empire, -
